With a verdict of guilty returned 
against Sheriff

charge of gross 
negligence in office in allowing pris­ 
oners to escape, further disposition 
of the case now rests with the de­ 
fense counsel and the Court. 
The 
first step in the procedure of the de­ 
fendants was taken Thursday after­ 
noon after hearing the verdict, when 
William Hersh, Esq., chief counsel 
for the 
convicted county 
officials, 
made a motion for a new trial. 
According to Mr. 
Hersh, reasons 
why a new trial should be granted 
his clients, will la* filed within the 
next ten 
days. 
Mr. 
Hersh would 
not divulge 
the exact 
reasons for 
asking for a new trial. 
These rea­ 
sons will be presented to the Court, 
in all probability, on Monday, June 
6, the next day scheduled for a ses­ 
sion of Court. 
Following 
their 
presentation 
to 
Court, Judge D. P. McPherson 
will 
set a date on which arguments 
will 
be heard for or against granting the 
motion for a new trial. 
Monday, 
June 19, is 
the 
next 
date on the 
court calendar for return days and 
argument court. 
It is possible, ar­ 
guments 
presented by the defense 
will be heard at that time 
Should 
the 
Court 
decide 
there 
were 
reasons 
for

trial 
the case may be retried in the local 
courts 
before a 
jury. 
Since 
the 
Oourt dismissed all the veniremen 
Thursday, at the 
conclusion of the 
case, from further attendance at this 
session, it 
is doubtful if 
this case 
would be tried 
before the regular 
August term 
of the 
Quarter Ses­ 
sions. The expense of calling jurors 
before that time would be additional. 
However, should the Court decide 
there are no 
reasons for 
a re-trial 
of 
the case, 
according 
to 
one 
authority, sentence will be imposed 
upon 
the 
county 
officers. 
In the 
meantime they will continue to hold 
their respective offices and discharge 
the duties of the office. 
It

One of two courses is 
open to this Court. Either they may
